This 
can be achieved only through the 
fullest support of the Association 
by all fishermen that this can be 
done. It is up to everyone to make 
it their business to see that one of 
our great undeveloped natural re¬ 
sources can be developed and made 
a tourist’s attraction. It is only , 
through *the efforts of the Pish 
and Game Association that this 
can be achieved. All interested are 
urged to take out membership in 
the association and try and 
achieve these ultimate goals.

The annual meeting of the Cole¬ 
man ratepayers was held in the 
town hall this week when Mayor 
Frank Aboussafy was appointed 
chairman and Trevor Collister, 
secretary. A fair attendance was 
present. In presenting his report 
Mayor Frank Aboussafy stated 
that this w ould be the second year 
that municipal operations have 
been carried out without a direct 
tax being charged on any proper¬ 
ty. Any taxes paid In the last two 
years have been for the upkeep of 
schools, hospitals, and all ser¬ 
vices, while being continually im¬ 
proved, have been wholly support¬ 
ed by other means. 

Referring to the financial state¬ 
ment Mayor Aboussafy pointed out 
that the park committee had spent 
money in excess to the budget es¬ 
timate the reason being the ac¬ 
tivity of the Lions Club in the de¬ 
velopment of the playground in 
the town park and the Board of 
Trade erecting a’camp shelter for 
visitors in the town park. Tire 
money spent here by the town wa* 
to keep up with the progress be¬ 
ing made by these two worthy or¬ 
ganization!. 

Works Department 
The public works department did 
not fare as well as other depart¬ 
ments as their expenditure was 
curtailed last summer for two 
reasons, the lateness of the spring 
and an early fall and the breaks 
in the West Coleman water main 
which required more attention of 
the public works department than 
is usual. 

Mayor Aboussafy pointed out 
that the light and water depart¬ 
ment earnings had fallen down 
slightly during 1955 but continued 
to be large enough for the town 
to do all necessary financing and 
to assure lower taxes for several 
years to come. 

The town’s reserves, said Mayor 
Aboussafy, have reached an all- 
time high and after paying off all 
debentures, government bond pur¬ 
chases now stand at Coleman 
Light and water $50,000 and town 
$8,000. Some criticism has been re¬ 
ceived for having accumulated 
such reserves and the town has 
received many suggestions from 
individuals on how to spend the 
money and it is expected that 
many more ideas wil be received. 
But, said Mr. Aboussafy. all I can 
tell you at this time is that the 
council did not anticipate all these 
surpluses and it would be “a ter¬ 
rible mistake to spend the money 
just for the sake of lowering the 
reserves. None of the services in 
town are being curtailed and it Is 
expected that the public works 
. program will increase sufficiently 
in the next few years to take up 
most of the earnings of the light 
and water company.” he said. 

A report of the public works de¬ 
partment showed that this depart¬ 
ment did not carry out any pro- 
g’•am for the extension of its ca¬ 
pital projects such as sidewalks, 
but concentrated on general main¬ 
tenance of town utilities. 

The fire committee reported 
that during 1955, the brigade was 
called out eleven times. Of these 
fires, seven were within the town 
boundaries, one on Coleman Col¬ 
lieries property and three in the 
improvement district. Three fires 
destroyed homes, one with a loss 
of life, all within the ID. area: 

The health and welfare depart¬ 
ment report showed that there 
were five recipients during the 
year, but this figure had dropped 
to one by November. The antici¬ 
pated high number of relief cases 


was forestalled by efforts put forth 
in finding temporary employment 
for all but a few who were out of 
work. 

Parks Report 

The park committee showed 
that a lot of work was undertaken 
during the year at the new town 
park. Soil was hauled in and level¬ 
led and water lines were put in 
and electric lights installed at the 
camp shelter. Seed was purchased 
and will be planted in the spring. 
The Lions Club installed the play¬ 
ground in the park including 
swings and slides while the board 
of trade built the fine camp shel¬ 
ter and the Jubilee committee 
built a wading pool. 

The municipal inspector’s report 
was read and showed that town 
business was being conducted ef¬ 
ficiently. 

School Meeting 

Tlie annual ratepayers meeting 
of the Coleman School District 
followed with M. Cornett chair- 

ibe works and property com¬ 
mittee report was given by trustee 
Clarence Clarke showing that con¬ 
siderable work had been done on 
both schools. The report showed 
that the cost per capita at the 
schools was $186.90. 

Inspector of Schools J. McKay 
reported there was an attendance 
of 591 pupils and that there were 
a total of 21 rooms being used at 
the schools. C. B. Johnson, high 
school inspector, .stressed the fact 
that accommodation in the school 
was very satisfactory and that 
there was no overcrowding. 

Principal Horace Allan’s report 
showed that the school had been 
open 196.5 days with a slightly 
lower attendance than last year. 
The report also showed that there 
was one teacher less this year but 
this condition would not exist next 
term. He reported that nine schol¬ 
arship awards sponsored by local 
organizations had been presented 
to the students this fall. The re¬ 
port also showed that 35 students 
had written grade nine exams and 
that 35 had passed. In grade twelve 
128 wrote matriculation subjects 
with 81 passing or 63.5 per cent 
passing; 91 per cent received di¬ 
ploma standings. There were 27 
students graduated from grade 
twelve last term and of these 21 
entered offices, went to university 
or entered some profession to ad¬ 
vance their knowledge. 

Find Frozen Body 
Of Miner at Bellevue 

Members of the Pass detach¬ 
ment of the RCMP found the body 
of ?n elderly local retired miner. 
Tony Charyniuk, partly frozen in 
his cottage today. In failing health 
for some time, it is believed he died 
of natural causes and there will 
be no inquest. 

The body was lying on the floor 
near the coal stove as he had ap¬ 
parently made a bed near the fire 
to keep warm in the recent sub¬ 
zero weather. Mr. Charyniuk had 
■ not been seen for several days and 
a neighbor became alarmed and 
reported this to police. This led 
to the finding of the body. 

Mr. Chamyiuk, in his 70s, was 
living alone. He was an old age 
pensioner and drawing a miner's 
welfare pension being a former 
employee of the Bellevue mine. A . 
son lives in Calgary. Arrangements 
for the funeral have not been 
made.

Two Calgary men, Gerald Nor¬ 
man Pavan and George Walker 
Pavan, were each sentenced to 
three years in the Prince Albert 
penitentiary when they appeared 
before Magistrate F. S. Radford of 
Blairmore on Wednesday. The 
men entered pleas of guilty on six¬ 
teen charges each of breaking and 
entering. The pair had been re¬ 
mained from February 6th. 

The men were picked up by 
RCMP of the Blairmore detach¬ 
ment on a night patrol February 
4 and after a short investigation 
by local constables it was found 
they were wanted on numerous 
charges.

Bojesen, who has been making 
toys for more than a quarter of 
a century; said he is particularly 
fond of the fact that fathers will 
buy for their children the same 
Bojesen toys they used as young¬ 
sters.

Infrared propane burners, which 
operate on the same principle as 
heat lamps through their rays 
being converted to heat when they 
strike an object, provided some 
protection for the fruit one year 
but damaged the foliage, while 
another year showed definite pro¬ 
tection up to about 15 feet from 
each burner. 1 

Spraying with water was found 
to be the best protection. Sprink¬ 
ler irrigation equipment complete¬ 
ly eliminated frost injury, while 
unsprinkled plants were totally 
destroyed. The sprinkled tomato 
plants were coated with ice, of 
course, but the weight of it did 
no apparent damage. 

More research will be done. But 
in the meantime the recommenda¬ 
tion is to use sprayed or sprinkled 
water, with infrared treatment of 
limited value.

Tomato fruits 
crack just 
before turning 

OTTAWA. — Water, either as 
rain or applied as irrigation, is 
most consistently associated with 
the cracking of tomato fruits. L. 
S. Ounsworth of the Experimental 
Farm, Canada Department of Ag¬ 
riculture at Harrow, Ontario, 
states that other conditions influ¬ 
encing cracking include, shading, 
pruning, age of fruit, amount of 
foliage,-- and root development. 
Radial cracking, he says, is heredi¬ 
tary and plant breeders are at¬ 
tempting to produce improved va¬ 
rieties. 

Recent irrigation studies at Har- j 
row indicate that efficient use of 
water does not increase cracking. 
In fact, if a uniform soil moisture 
level is maintained through irriga¬ 
tion, cracking of the tomato may 
be reduced. Heavy irrigations on 
the other hand have increased 
fruit splitting and even a light 
rain has been found to influence 
the degree of cracking. 

Tomato varieties which have j 
the uniform ripening characteris¬ 
tics carry much more resistance ' 
to radial cracking than those va- \ 
rieties with dark green shoulders 
in the immature stages. By using 
this characteristic the plant breed¬ 
er can work toward the develop¬ 
ment of varieties resistant to 
cracking. A variety named Harrow 
has quite high resistance to radial 
cracking. This variety developed 
at the Harrow Experimental Farm 
is an early market tomato which 
produces a large yield of medium 
sized fruit on a determinate vine. 
It is particularly well suited to 
growing on stakes. 

Tomato fruits are most subject 
to cracking just before they begin 
to turn-color.

Diminishing Industry

Anyone who has followed the fortunes of 
Alberta in The Herald over the past 50 years 
will realize what a wrench it is for us to chron¬ 
icle the fact that in 1955 the output of Alberta 
coal mines dropped below the 4,500,000 toh 
mark. The figure was 4,456,000 tons, which is 
iess than half the peak production of our coal 
industry. 

It is not a pleasing story. Were it not for the 
fact that the falling-off was due to the upsurge 
of Alberta oil and natural gas production since 
the Leduc strike in 1946, we would feel very 
badly, indeed. The fact that one form of energy 
is giving way in the march of progress to two 
others produced in our own Province is the only 
thing that keeps us from feeling very down¬ 
hearted indeed. We think the day will come 
when our coal energy will come into its own 
again. In the meantime coal mining is a dimin¬ 
ishing industry. The only reason that it made 
as good a showing as it did in 1955 was that 
the months of November and December were 
abnormally cold, adding some 192,000 tons to 
the 1954 output. There is nothing at all in the 
picture of the industry as we have it today to 
say that the 1955 figures for coal production 
will hold good in 1956. It's a fact which must 
be faced. 


Town, School Annual 
Meetings Draw Scant 
Interest at Blairmore 

BLAIRMORE — Two ratepayers 
comprised the total audience at 
the ratepayers' annual meeting 
held in the Union Hall Monday 
night. The meeting, one of the 
shortest on record saw both the 
town and school meetings ad¬ 
journed before 8:30 p.m. 

The town meeting held first was 
under the chairmanship of T. J. 
Costigan. 

Mayor William Gray pointed out 
that the town had been success¬ 
fully operated on a 36 mill rate, 
20 for the school, 9 for the hospi¬ 
tal and 7 for the town. He stated 
that the largest project under¬ 
taken by the town this year was 
the erection of the new skating 
and curling arena equipped with 
artificial ice. He added that the 
cost of the arena was a little over 
what had been anticipated but 
said that this was due to many ad¬ 
ditions of extra facilities. Mayor 
Gray also pointed out that the an¬ 
nexation of the west end of Blair¬ 
more to Blairmore proper had been 
effected this year. 

Next to report was Councillor 
J. Bobrosky, chairman of Public 
Works, who pointed out that with 
the town crews centering most of 
their operations on the construc¬ 
tion of the new arena that road 
and sidewalk work had been set 
aside with the exception of small 
repair jobs to town roads. 

Councillor Reno Lissa reported 
there were about a dozen relief 
cases in town with a few tem¬ 
porary relief cases looked after. 
He added that the government 
pays 60 per cent of the cost of 
these cases. 

Councillor Tom Gibos, chair¬ 
man of fire and water committee, 
said some work had been done on 
extending water services in town. 
He also stated that a leak in the 


town dam woul be repaired under 
the guarantee by the Canada Gu- 
nite Company. 

Reports Surplus 

Councillor A. Tiberg, chairman 
of the electric light and power 
committee, reported that another 
financially successful year had 
been enjoyed by this department. 
Income for the year amounted to 
$35,188.52 with expenditures $17.- 
026.58 leaving a surplus of $18,- 
161.94. 

Councillor Joe Galvon, chair¬ 
man of the police committee, re¬ 
ported that the town had spent 
$3,800.30 for police protection dur¬ 
ing the past year which included 
the chief’s salary and additional 
help. A total of $60 had been taken 
in through fines. 

Councillor William J a 11 e p, 
chairman of finance, was unable 
to be present and Mayor Gray re¬ 
ferred the ratepayers to the fi¬ 
nancial statement stating that he 
or the council would be pleased to 
clarify anything on the statement. 
Secretary Cecil Larbalestier read 
the Municipal inspectors report 
which indicated that the town’s 
business was being carried out in 
a very satisfactory manner. 
School District 

Annual meeting of the Blair¬ 
more School District was next 
held. Alrik Tiberg was appointed 
as chairman and Cecil Larbales¬ 
tier secretary. 

the principal’s report was read 
and showed that conditions in the 
school were favorable and that 
the enrollment was higher this 
term than last year. 

T. J. Costigan, chairman of the 
board, presented his report stat¬ 
ing the people of this school dis¬ 
trict were fortunate in having a 
full staff of teachers, teaching all 
the grades, this term. 

In hope that more courses might 
be offered to students and that 
school facilities in this area broad¬ 
ened and possibly put to better 
use, through the co-operation of 


Blairmore School Board extended 
an invitation to the Coleman and 
Bellevue School Boards to attend a 
round table conference and dis¬ 
cuss educational matters. “I re¬ 
gret to state”, said Mr. Costigan, 
“that so far neither district has 
accepted the invitation.” 

Lighting in some of the rooms 
has been found defective. Many 
children are having trouble "with 
their eyes which the board feels 
may be attributed to the lighting 
in the rcortis. The board is preced¬ 
ing to ifistal new lights in both 
rooms of the new school at a cost 
of about $400 a room, he said. 

J. McKay, inspector of schools, 
reported the school board was a 
very able and conscientious body 
of men and that the school was 
staffed by good teachers. He also 
pointed out that administration 
was good and he was impressed by 
the quality of the teaching staff.

“BUILT-IN STABILIZER” 
FOR FUTURE BUDGETS 

“In all the excitement over 
the switch to deficit financing,” 
said Mr. Muir, “one extremely 
important decision in the realm 
of fiscal policy went almost un¬ 
noticed by the general public. 
This decision is all the more im¬ 
portant because, unless or until 
reversed, it will presumably de¬ 
termine the overall pattern of 
federal budgeting for years to 

“In his budget speech of April 
5, 1955, the Minister of Finance 
said: 

‘I propose to recommend to 
the house a tax policy and a 
tax structure that would pro¬ 
duce a balanced budget under 
conditions which represent a 
high level of output and em¬ 
ployment.’ 

"Now a high level of output 
and employment is reflected in 
the figure that measures the 
gross value of our national pro¬ 
duction over the year. The new 
tax policy and tax sti-ucture 
referred to by the Minister of 
Finance is geared to this gross 
national product in such a way 
that if in any year the product 
falls below a certain ideal level, 
there will be an automatic bud¬ 
get deficit. If the national pro-_ 
duct rises above this level, there" 
will be an automatic surplus. 
And the ideal level of gross 
national product is apparently 
defined as the level that would 
have obtained had employment 
and the rate of growth of the 
economy been "normal” every 
year since the base year 1953. 
It may be open to question 
whether this kind of built-in 
stabilizer will prove sufficiently 
strong to produce the desired 
effect. It may prove too passive 
to meet the crises that lie 
ahead. It may well be that the 
automatic principle was adopt¬ 
ed as a device to ensure that 
fiscal policy would at least not 
make things worse: that it 
would at least be a neutral fac¬ 
tor m the short run. Meanwhile, 
monetary policy with its greatly 
superior flexibility cquW be re¬ 
lied upon to take eire of short 
swings in business activity and 
employment, leaving longer run 
problems of economic develop¬ 
ment and growth to the neces¬ 
sarily slower adjustments 
through annual revisions of the 
budget." 


| Total deposits 
have now passed 
$3 billion mark 

; K. M. Sedgewick, General Man- 
[ ager, noted that not only had the 
assets of the Royal Bank reached 
the imposing total of $3,284,143,- 
865, but that deposits had passed 
the $3 billion mark, a new high 
point in Canadian banking history. 
"Ten years ago our deposits w’era 
$1,888,757,074, approximately 61 % 
of today's figure, whereas then our 
depositors numbered 1,555,359 as 
compared with 2,557,909 at the 
present time.” The bank’s liquid 
position, he noted, continued 
strong, total quick assets of $1,- 
918,749,579 representing 61.24’; of 
the bank's liabilities to the public. 
"Our Rest Account has been in¬ 
creased to $108,000,000 which with 
paid-up Capital of $42,000,000 and 
the undivided profits balance of 
$918,000 odd means that the bank 
now’ has at use Capital funds of 
close to $151,000,000. This is a 
very strong position indeed.” 

Mr. Sedgewick noted' that NHA 
Mortgage Loans, made by the 
iRoyal Bank, now total $100,865,- 
j 965 as compared with $22,672,390 
j the year before. "Other current 
! loans also have shown expansion 
in line with the higher general 
business activity and the total at 
$1,168,559,855 show’s an increase of 
more than $137,000,000 in the 
twelve-month period under review. 
We are now, in common with the 
other banks, co-operating with the 
Government and the Bank of 
Canada in carrying out a policy of 
credit restriction designed to pre¬ 
vent inflationary pressures. It is’ 
important that the timing of any 
variation in such a policy should 
coincide accurately with changing 
conditions within the economy.” 

Mr. Sedgewick also discussed 
the hankie extensive building and 
renovation programme. In addition 
to alterations and improvements to 
existing premises, 39 new branches 
were opened in Canada in 1955 and 
23 new buildings, for opening this 
year or later, are under construc¬ 
tion. Branches now total 851, of 
which 74 are abroad. 

ROYAL BANK ABROAD 

The bank will also occupy new 
and more commodious premises in 
Rio de Janeiro shortly and consid¬ 
eration is being given to further 
expansion in the Caribbean area.

i ior positions and this, he felt, had 
been a major factor in the success 
of the bank’s foreign operations.
